Still Making History 
By WM. A. PRESCOTT 


) HIS business of writing a story of the accomplish- 
ments of Segis Walker Matador 166136 has come to 
be an annual event. Handicapped though he was by 

an early death seven or eight years ago and by very limited 

service during his entire life, his progress during the past 
two years has been, if anything, even more phenomenal 
than that of that other super sire, Sir Pietertje Ormsby 

Mercedes 37th, whose story I had the‘pleasure of writing 

not long ago. 


A little over two years ago, in our issue of February 
25, 1928, we published a story of Segis Walker Matador, at 
which time he was credited with seven 1,000-lb. daughters 
out of only nine tested for the year, and an average for 
the entire nine of 1,049 lbs. butter, 24,680 lbs. milk. A 
year later, in March 1929, our second annual Segis Walker 
Matador story credited this sire with thirteen 1,000-lb. 
daughters, out of sixteen tested for the year and with an 
average of 1,076 lbs. butter from just over 25,000 lbs. milk. 
Today, just about a year later, he has nineteen 1,000-lb. 
daughters out of twenty-two tested, two of these being still 
on test. When they finish, it is expected that the average 
for the entire twenty-two will be better than 1,100 lbs. 
butter from about 25,600 lbs. milk. A twenty-third daugh- 











ter is just starting on test at Carnation Milk Farms, where 
practically all of these daughters have made their records 
and where quite a proportion of them were bred, but as 
she is just getting nicely started, no attempt has been 
made to make an estimate of her production. 

At the bottom of this page, we publish a table contain- 
ing a list of the twelve sires of the breed that have each 
sired ten or more daughters above 1,000 lbs. butter, the 
table showing the number of daughters of each of these 
sires that have been tested for at least a 305-day period, 
the percentage of such daughters over 1,000 lbs. butter, 
and the average of the entire list of tested daughters. A 
table of this kind brings out in a striking way, the real 
prepotency of Segis Walker Matador. He ranks third on 
the list for number of 1,000-lb. daughters. His percentage 
of 1,000-lb. daughters is considerably more than twice as 
high as that of any of the other sires on this list and his 
average for the entire list is about 140 lbs. butter higher 
than that of the second highest siré in this respect, who is 
Sir P. O. M. 37th with an average of 903 Ibs. 

In the above average, we have included two daughters 
of Segis Walker Matador that have not yet finished their 
year’s work, although both have already passed the 1,000-

lb. mark for butter, and we have taken the estimate of 
Carnation Milk Farms for these two records in computing 
the average. One of these, Carnation Walker Inka, who 
has in her first 288 days, 1,014.26 lbs. butter, 24,684 lbs. 
milk, is badly crippled and is unable to stand without con- 
siderable suffering, which may, of course, cut down her 
final figures. It is reported by the Carnation people that 
during March, she produced 2,393.8 lbs. milk, testing 
3.51%, and was milking 78 lbs. a day at the end of that 
period. At the conservative estimate of 65 Ibs. milk a day 
with 3.5% test for the 77 remaining days of her year, she 
should finish with better than 1,200 lbs. butter from 29,000 
lbs. milk, this being the figure used in the above average. 

Carnation Walker Bessie is also expected to make a 
1,200-lb. record. Up to April 1, she had in her first 316 
days, 1,067.3 lbs. butter, 23570 Ibs. milk. During April, 
she is apparently producing, as this story is written, about 
2,000 lbs. milk for the month with 3.9% test, which would 
give her a total for 346 davs of 1,164 lbs. butter from 
25,570 lbs. milk and it is not too much to expect that in 
her last 19 days she will produce 900 lbs. milk and at least 
40 lbs. butter, which should put her well over the 1,.200-lb. 
mark and considerably better than 26,000 lbs. milk. The 
figures furnished by Carnation as to the estimate of her 
production is 1,204 lbs. butter from 26,470 Ibs. milk. 

His twenty-third daughter to be tested is Carnation 
Walker De Kol Bessie, who has in her first 99 days, 8,186.9 
Ibs. milk containing 329.8 lbs. butter. This is an average 
of better than 83 lbs. a day for her first 99 days and al- 
though, of course, it is too early in her lactation to make 
any estimate of her production, the Carnation people 
consider her a potential 1,000-Ilb. cow. 

Then there is another daughter of Segis Walker Mata- 
dor at Carnation that was recently purchased and who 
freshened in such poor condition that they had no thought 
of testing her. They soon discovered, that, like all her 
sisters, she was proving to be a wonderful milker and in 
fact was milking 80 lbs. a day in just dairy work. She 
was, accordingly, put on test and was soon milking better 
than 90 lbs. a day. For her first 68 days. she has 5,343 lbs.

milk containing 214 lbs. butter and is expected to make 
a record that will be a real credit to her sire. 

Still another daughter was sold by Carnation as a 
heifer to Robinson and Maness, of Miami, Oklahoma, some 
years ago. The Carnation people have tried many times 
to get her back but Mr. Robinson had always refused to 
sell her. On the death of Mr. Robinson sometime ago, she 
was purchased by Mount Riga Farms, Big Cabin, Okla- 
homa, sight unseen, arriving there very thin in flesh and 
with her feet in very bad condition. She freshened almost 
as soon as she reached the farm, we are told, and in spite 
of the unfavorable conditions, started right in producing 
100 lbs. milk a day and better, for a considerable period. 
The Carnation people consider both these animals as 
prospects for 1,000-lb. records. 

When we consider that two years ago, Carnation made 
this same statement about thirteen of their sisters, name- 
ly, that they were all 1.000-lb. prospects, and that twelve 
of the thirteen have since made records above 1,000 Ilbs., 
the thirteenth one having 954 lbs., it is reasonable to 
believe that they know what they are talking about on 
these, too. 

In fact, there are only three daughters of Segis Walker 
Matador that have been tested for the year, that have 
failed to make 1,000-lb. records eventually. These three 
are the 954-lb. cow just mentioned, an 859-lb. junior four- 
year-old and a 775-lb. cow. In case anyone checks up this 
statement by reference to the Blue Book, let me explain 
here that the cow, Grace Lilly Hartog, with 578 lbs. butter 
in 354 days, Class B, listed in Vol. 40 of the Blue Book as 


a daughter of Segis Walker Matador is there through a 
clerical error, her sire being an eitirely different bull, 


whose name happens to be Segis Walker Hartog. 

Then. too, there is his daughter, Phoebe Veeman Segis 
Matador, tested last year in the Luscher herd in Oregon, 
who is credited with 803 lbs. butter in 242 days, when she 
was taken off test. She is not counted in the average as 
her record was for less than eight months, but had her 
owners been able to continue her for the year, she would 
undoubtedly have made well over 1,000 lbs., having better

200 lbs. butter. Another daughter that is omitted from 
the average is Colantha Veeman Lilith Walker with a two- 
year-old record of 547 lbs. butter in only 234 days and 
earrying a calf 108 days. Suppose, for the sake of argu- 
ment, that we inciude these two records, both for periods 
of less than eight months, in his average; we find that his 
twenty-four daughters average 1,067 lbs. butter, more than 
100 lbs. higher than the average of any sire in the list, 
even when omitting all daughters tested for less than 
ten months. 

If the two daughters of Segis Walker Matador now on 
test, finish as expected with 1,200-lb. records, this will 
make five daughters of this sire, or nearly 25% of his 
entire list, with records of better than 1,100 lbs. butter. 
If something happens that they only make 1,100 lbs. each, 
it will give him eleven daughters, or exactly half his list 
above this figure. No other sire with a list of comparable 
length, regardless of breed, has ever equalled either of 
these percentages. 

His highest record daughter, of course, is Carnation 
Walker Hazelwood, one of the first of his daughters to 
be bred and developed at Carnation Milk Farms. At the 
time the first Matador story was written in 1928, she had 
just broken the world’s record for junior two-year-olds 
with 1,220 lbs. butter in a year and had come back as a 
senior three-year-old with 43.33 lbs. butter in 7 days and 
159.56 lbs. in 30 days, both world’s records for that age. 
She was not run for a year that time. as she freshened 
again as a senior four-year-old, making another record 
above 41 lbs. butter and breaking the American record for 
that age with 1,498.6 lbs. butter from 29,082.5 lbs. milk. 

His second highest record daughter also has better 
than 1,000 lbs. fat. She is Cinderella Bracelet Matador 
with 1,254.6 lbs, butter, 28,079.4 lbs. milk. In third place 
with just under 1,000 lbs. fat is Bella Veeman Segis Ma- 
tador with a senior four-year-old record of 1,2477 lbs. 
butter, 32,218.6 lbs. milk. She is his highest record daugh-

ter for milk and in this connection we might say that 
every one of these daughters thus far have made better 
than 20,000 lbs. milk, fourteen of them having better than 
25,000 lbs. 

Bella Veeman Segis Matador, by the way, was sold to 
Japan, after making her 1,247-lb. record and there she 
proved so sensationally a producer that the Japanese 
Government came back and bought her daughter. Under 
date of February 10, 1930, Mr. Y. Habu, Chief of the De- 
partment of Animal Husbandry of the Japanese Govern- 
ment, writes that this daughter freshened last November 
with twin calves and that 120 days after calving she was 
still milking 80 lbs. a day on three-time milking. 

R. E. Everly, manager of Carnation Milk Farms, has 
worked up some figures in comparison of the daughters of 
Segis Walker Matador with their dams, which show that 
those that are from dams with year records have pro- 
duced 38.7% more milk and 34.8% more fat than their 
dams. Carnation Walker Hazelwood and others of his 
highest record daughters, could not be included in this 
average, being from dams without year records. 

His Sons Making Good 

In service at Carnation Milk Farms at the present time, 
is a bull that most of the men in the Caranation organiza- 
tion feel is potentially the greatest bull they have ever 
used, even greater than Segis Walker Matador who 
chances to be his sire. The bull referred to is Matador 
Segis Ormsby, whose likeness appears on our front cover 
this week. This bull was purchased by the Carnation 
people a few years ago and we are told that when Alfred 
Ghormley, then superintendent of the farm and now one 
of the vice presidents of the organization, looked at this 
bull, his remark was, “It really does seem ridiculous for 
Carnation to use a bull whose dam and grandam can't 
boast of anything higher than a 14-lb. 7-day record”. He 
was chosen, however, for limited service in the Carnation 
herd because he represented the Matador-Hazelwood cross

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Abortion Regulations 


The requirements of the various states governing the 
admission of pure bred breeding stock from other states 
in the matter of tuberculin test, are fairly uniform in 
their general context. The same cannot be said, however, 
for state regulations governing such movement of breed- 
ing stock with respect to the abortion test. So many 
changes in these sanitary requirements have been made 
by the various states during the past year that we believe 
the following abstracts will be of value for future refer- 
ence to breeders who are making inter-state shipments. 
This information is authentic, being taken from a publi- 
cation issued in February 1930 by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, entitled “State Sanitary Requirements 
Governing Admission of Live Stock.’ This publication 
is known as Miscellaneous Circular 14, revised, and breed- 
ers desiring a copy of it for a complete statement of the 
sanitary requirements on tuberculosis and other diseases 
for all classes of live stock may obtain copies by writing 
to the Bureau of Animal Industry at Washington. 


It will be noted that in the case of many of the states, 
the statement appears that no state abortion regulations 
are now in effect. This statement means that there are 
no specific requirements for an abortion test, although 
nearly every state requires a health certificate showing 
that such cattle have no known symptoms of contagious 
or infectious diseases. 


~ . . \ 
Alabama—No cattle or swine infected with the Bang abor- 


tion bacillus can be shipped or moved into or sold for breeding 
purposes in Albama. All breeding and dairy cattle shall be 
tested for infectious abortion by the tube agglutination test. 
A pregnant cow within 4 months of the date of delivery can 
not be tested for movement into Alabama until 20 days after 
her calf is born. 

Arizona—No special abortion regulations. 

Arkansas— All breeding cattle, including calves 6 months 
old or move, shall pass a negative blood test for contagious 
abortion (aggulination or complement fixation), made by a 
Federal, State or competent commercial laboratory, not more 
than 3 weeks prior to shipment into the State. 


Each animal shall be ear-tagged or otherwise permanently 
marked for identification, and the health certificate must show 
the date of the test and the name of the laboratory making 
the test. The original report from the testing laboratory must 
be attached to the copy of the health certificate sent to the 
State verterinarian by the veterinarian who issues the health 
certificate. 

California—No special abortion regulations. 

Colorado—No special abortion regulations. 

Connecticut—No special abortion regulations. 

Delaware—No special abortion regulations. 

District of Columbia—No special abortion regulations. 

Florida—All dairy or breeding cattle, including calves 6 
months or more of age, shall pass a negative blood test for 
infectious abortion, made by a laboratory recognized by the 
live stock sanitary officials of State of origin, the test tobe 
made not more than three weeks prior to movement into the 
State of Florida. Each animal must be ear-tagged or other- 
wise permanently marked for the purpose of identification and 
the health certificate to show the date of the test; the name 
of the laboratory must be given. 


Georgia—All breeding cattle, including calves 6 months old 
or more, shall pass a negative blood test for contagious abor- 
tion (agglutination or complement fixation) made by a Federal, 
State or competent commercial laboratory, not more than 3 
weeks prior to shipment into the State of Georgia. Each 
animal shall be ear-tagged or otherwise permanently marked 
for identification, and the health certificate must show the 
date of the test and the name of the laboratory making the 
test. The original report from the testing laboratory must be 
attached to the copy of the health certificate sent to the State 
veterinarian of Georgia by the veterinarian who issues the 
health certificate. Cattle moving in violation of these require- 
ments will be quarantined and tested at the owner’s expense, 
and any reactors will be tagged or branded for identification 
and quarantined on the owner’s premises. Violators of quar- 
antine regulations will be prosecuted for a misdemeanor. 


Hawaii—Aill cattle of breeding age must be accompanied by 
a certificate showing that they have within 30 days passed a 
negative agglutination or complement fixation test for contag- 
ious abortion. 

Idaho—The health certificate covering dairy or breeding 
eattle shall certify that no animal in the shipment has shown 
a positive or suspicious reaction to the blood agglutination test 
for infectious abortion. No cattle which have reacted to this 
test shall be shipped into Idaho. 

Iinois—No special abortion regulations. 

Indiana—All cattle over 5 months of age, brought into the 
State of Indiana for breeding and for dairy purposes, shall 
be accompanied by certificates issued by an accredited veter- 
inarian, showing the cattle to have passed a negative agglutin- 
ation test for Bang disease, or bovine infectious abortion, 
within a period of 30 days immediately prior to the date upon 
which the cattle enter the State: Provided, however, That 
such cattle may be brought into the State of Indiana on per- 








mit issued by the State veterinarian, the permit to be issued 
only upon written agreement by the owner that said cattle 
shall remain in his possession and be kept separate and apart 
from all other cattle and subject to State quarantine until 
tested for Bang disease or bovine infectious abortion. 


lowa—All dairy or breeding cattle with the exception of 
cattle from ‘‘Bang abortion-free accredited herds’’ must pass 
an agglutination blood test approved by the State live stock 
sanitary board of State of origin with 380 days prior to date 
of importation. Tests will not be accepted if made within 15 
days after cattle have calved. Date of test and results must 
be shown on the health certificate. 

Kansas—No special abortion regulations. 

Kentucky—No special abortion regulations. 

Louisiana—No special abortion regulations. 

Maine—No special abortion regulations. 

Maryland—No special abortion regulations. 

Massachusetts—No special abortion regulations. 

Michigan—No special abortion regulations. 

Minnesota—No cattle shall be imported or brought intc the 
State of Minnesota that have given positive or suspicious re- 
actions to the agglutination blood test for Bang abortion 
disease or cattle known, to be affected with Bang abortion 
disease, with the exception, however, that such cattle may be 
consigned or brought to the public stockyards at South St. 
Paul or to slaughter establishments approved by the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, United States Department of Agriculture, 
and where the Federal Government maintains inspection, for 
the purpose of immediate slaughter only, provided they are 
identified by a proper official metal tag, inserted in the left 
ear, bearing a serial number and an inscription showing that 
they are reactors or that they are affected with Bang abor- 
tion disease. 

Mississippi—Notice is given that no cattle for breeding or 
dairy purposes shall be brought into the State of Mississippi 
which have at any time given a positive or suspicious reaction 
to any officially recognized test for infectious abortion and all 
movements of such live stock shall be accompanied by a health 
certificate issued by an approved veterinarian of the State 
of origin indicating that the cattle covered by the health cer- 
tificate have given a negative reaction to the agglutination test 
with 15 days prior to the date of shipment. 

Missouri—No special abortion regulations.

New Jersey—Dairy and breeding cattle which have at any 
time given a positive or suspicious reaction to the agglutina- 
tion test or any other method of testing for contagious or in- 
fectious abortion recognized by the New Jersey State Board of 
Agriculture, if consigned to New Jersey points must remain in 
quarantine on arrival at destination to be disposed of as pro- 
vided in chapter 179 of the laws of 1926 unless special written 
order for the importation of such reacting animals is obtained 
from the department of agriculture prior to the importation of 
such reacting animal or animals. Reacting animals brought 
in on such written order shall be subject to quarantine and 
disposition as provided in chapter 179, laws of 1926.

When so admitted the animals must be 
consigned to either the Northern Packing Co., Grand Forks, 
or Armour & Co., West Fargo, and the waybills must be 
marked ‘‘for immediate slaughter’’. 

Ohio—No special abortion regulations. 

Oklahoma—No special abortion regulations. 

Oregon—No cattle shall be shipped, trailed, hauled or other- 
wise moved into Oregon that have shown a positive or suspici- 
ous reaction to the blood agglutination or other test for in- 
fectious abortion unless the State veterinarian is notified and 
gives permission for the entrance and the purchaser of such 
animal or animals, is notified and fully advised, and the animal 
or animals are placed in a reactor herd. 

Pennsylvania—No special abortion regulations.

South Carolina—Infectious abortion test of all cattle 
than 6 months of age if for breeding or 
within 15 days of shipment. 

South Dakota—No breeding or dairy cattle than have given 
a positive or suspicious reaction to any blood test for Bang 
abortion disease, or are known to be infected, shall be admitted 
into the State of South Dakota.

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Bloomingdale— Pioneer Breeding Establishment 


has been associated with high class Holstein breeding 

stock. The herd was founded in 1889 by the late A. A. 
Cortelyou and is believed to have been the first estab- 
lished pure bred Holstein herd in the State of New Jersey. 
The founder of the herd was for more than a quarter of a 
century one of the leaders of the industry. A past presi- 
dent of the National Association, he was serving his 
twenty-fifth year on the Board of Directors at the time 
of his death in 1918, following which the farm and herd 
were purchased by the present owner, Moses W. Faitoute, 
who has continued the development of the herd along 
practical, conservative lines, by breeding, weeding and 
development. 

In the beginning, the herd was headed by Netherland 
Statesman’s Exeter, who was followed by Soldene’s 2d 
Netherland, the greatest show bull of his day. Then 
came Johanna Rue 3d’s Lad, one of the greatest sons of 
Sarcastic Lad, whose blood is still strong in the Blooming- 
dale herd, especially through his daughter, the famous foun- 
dation cow. Vikina Johanna, to whom a majority of the 
members of the present herd trace. Then came Hengerveld 
De Kol, the noted century sire, whose blood has had such a 
tremendous influence on the breed, he being followed suc- 
cessively by by King Fayne Segis, Beauty Walker Pietertje 
Prince, and by a 30-lb. son of King of the Pontiacs. Many 
of the present herd trace through the female lines to 
these history-making sires. 

After Mr. Faitoute took over the herd, he secured King 
Model, the oldest and certainly one of the very greatest 
of the many great sons of Mabel Segis Korndyke. The 
influence of King Model on this herd can hardly be esti- 
mated. He was succeeded by a number of sires of Bloom- 
ingdale breeding and, lately, by Count Korndyke Posch, an 
1,100-lb. blue ribbon son of Count Paul Posch. 

One of the greatest cows of Bloomingdale breeding was 
Pietertje Fayne Johanna, a daughter of Beauty Walker 
Pietertje Prince out of a four-time 30-lb. daughter of 
the foundation cow, Vikina Johanna, already mentioned. 
Pietertie Fayne Johanna made a record at Bloomingdale 
of better than 1,100 lbs. butter in a year and over 34 lbs. 
in 7 days and became one of the fcundation cows of the 
herd. She was mated with a son of King of the Pontiacs 
from her own 1,100-lb. maternal sister, producing Bloom- 
ingdale King Fayne, the present senior sire. This bull 
has been given a Silver Medal rating, his twelve daugh- 
ters in Herd Improvement work averaging 362 lbs. fat 
from 9,324 lbs. milk, all in Class B or Class C and prac- 
tically all in heifer form.

Founded in 1889 


In 1919, Mr. Faitoute purchased Matador Hengerveld 
Bess, paying a five-figure price for this daughter of Mata- 
dor Segis Walker. Some years later, he gave her an 
opportunity on test when she made a record of 1,289.7 lbs. 
butter from 26,667.7 lbs. milk, becoming the highest rec- 
ord daughter of her famous sire, an honor which she still 
holds. She has three sons that have seen considerable 
service in the herd. They are King Model Matador and 
Bloomingdale King Model Segis, both by King Model and 
both former herd sires, the third one being Bloomingdale 
King Matador, the present junior herd sire, he sired by 
Bloomingdale King Fayne, the present senior sire. This 
bull is described by those who have seen him recently 
as a magnificent individual and a real prospect for top 
honors in the two-year-old class next year, if given an 
opportunity. 

Of late years, Bloomingdale has not done very much 
Advanced Registry work. but for years has ranked high 
in dairy herd improvement associations. When the Herd 
Test was adopted by the National Association, Blooming- 
dale was one of the first herds to enter, making an av- 
erage the first year of 353.5 lbs. from 9,774.0 lbs. milk on 
47.7 cows, all except one of them tested in Class B or 
Class C. Fourteen members of the herd produced 
400 to 665 Ibs. fat. 


Something of the quality of the herd may be inferred 
from the splendid record it has made in the herd classifi- 
cation. We are informed by the owner that the herd was 
recently scored by Ward W. Stevens, every animal being 
rated in the first three brackets, with 10% of them Ex- 
cellent and about 50% Very Good, a most unusual show- 
ing for a herd of this size. 

The dispersal of the Bloomingdale herd, scheduled for 
Saturday, May 10, under the direction of R. Austin Backus, 
will be one of the stellar attractions of a busy spring 
sale season. The herd now consists of 75 head and has 
just passed a clean tuberculin test. In the herd are a 
number of daughters of King Model, including one from 
an 1,100-lb. dam, and a large number of daughters of 
Bloomingdale King Fayne, including one from the 1,289- 
lb. cow, Matador Hengerveld Bess. All three herd sires 
will be included in the offering. Breeders from all over 
the country will regret the passing of this great pioneer 
breeding establishment, but will undoubtedly welcome the 
opportunity to acquire some of these outstanding descend- 
ants of the great foundation animals that have been mak- 
ing history on this farm for the past forty years.

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PART OF THE HERD AND DAIRY BARNS AT BLOOMINGDALE FARMS 
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Test for Production 


HERE is no subject of greater importance to the 
development of our industry right now than that 
General conditions in the 


of testing for production. 
dairy industry emphasize the evident need of closer cull- 
ing to meet the surplus production problem and the foun- 
dation of intelligent culling, definite knowledge of indi- 
vidual producing ability throughout the year. Dairy herd 
improvement association work (C. T. A.) and the Herd 
Test of the Holstein-Friesian Association provide the 
best means for Holstein breeders to check up on this 
point. The Herd Test has the added advantage of a 
permanent record that will doubtless prove to be of 
greater importance as a basis of value in selling. 

Every public sale provides additional evidence of the 
importance of known production as a basis for higher 
value. The figures on the public sales of 1929 (see sum- 
mary in our issue of January 25, 1930) continue the strik- 
ing data of previous years in this respect. 

The analysis of 76 sales, including all for which marked 
catalogs were available, showed that of the females of 
milking age sold, about 63% were either tested themselves 
or from dams with known production records. They made 
an average of $222.98 per head. Another 23% of these 
cows two years old and over were themselves untested 
but from dams with production records of some _ sort, 
either 7-day or yearly. Their average selling price was 
$38.55 per head higher. The next group, consisting of 
cows with 7-day official records alone, comprised only 5% 
ot the lot and their average was $80.90 higher than the 
untested group from untested dams. The group with long- 
time, semi-official records comprised 9% of the total num- 
ber and they brought well over double the amount on the 
average than was paid for the untested group, the aver- 
age price being $500.92 as compared with $222.98, or an 
increase of $277.94 as the value added on the average for 
long-time records. 

The same situation held true also with respect to 
heifers not yet in production and also for young bulls. 
The heifers from untested dams averaged $136.40, 7-day 
records alone on the dam added $35.70 to the average 
value, while long-time semi-official records on the dam 
more than doubled the value, the added amount being 
$179.80. 

The figures for bulls were from untested dams $138.34, 
7-day records adding $86.93, and semi-official long-time rec- 
ords $392.85 additional. 

Record-making pays when it comes to the merchandis- 
ing of your surplus animals and that is a point that no 
breeder can overlook who is interested in putting his 
Holstein breeding operations on a business basis. 

From the foregoing, we believe the conclusion is 
justified that there has never been a time when there 
was more need for a general program of testing for pro- 
duction, and certainly there has never been a time in the 
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past when Holstein breeders could carry on testing work 
so inexpensively nor when the system of record making 
has been so flexible to meet the convenience of breeders 
under all conditions. Now is the time to test. 


Abortion Terms 


HEODORE S. GOLD, president of the Connecticut 
"[noistein-Friesian Association, raises an interesting 

question in a letter appearing this week in the Round 
Table. This is in the matter of developing some standard 
terminology for breeders to use in describing the status 
of their herd with respect to the abortion test. He points 
out in the case of tuberculosis, the terms “Accredited” or 
“Tuberculin Tested” at once have a definite meaning in 
the minds of breeders, but that no such situation exists 
with respect to the abortion test. His suggestion is that 
the term “Negative” applied to a herd should be con- 
structed to mean that the whole herd has passed more 
than one complete test consecutively without any positive 
reactors, and that when a breeder advertises his herd as 
“Blood Tested” it means that all positive animals have 
been removed or thoroughly segregated. 

We would like to have breeders discuss this subject 
through the Round Table Department of the World in the 
hope of arriving at some basis that may lessen some of 
the existing confusion along this line.

Seven and thirty-day records are so fast losing valye in 
the minds of buyers that I think the quicker we drop them 
the better. For long-time tests I see no reason for milk- 
ing oftener than the regular classification for the first 45 
days. If a cow is good enough to be milked 4 times on the 
start she should be put in Class A.

Comings’ plan is to the advantage of our heavier pro- 
ducers, but the confusion and trouble keeping track of 
the number of milkings with cow freshening and starting 
test at different periods throughout the year makes the 
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plan impractical except for larger establishments with 
three barns. Everyone would want tests to catch each cow 
before a decrease in her number of milkings. 

I would favor (3) except for belief that some smaller 
breeders find value in 7-day records and may be induced 
to continue their most promising cows in Class B when 
Class A would be out of the question for them. 

Let the 7-day division die a natural death by economic 
pressure from sales prices received. When dead—then 
let’s adopt (3).

ABORTION TERMINOLOGY 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


There is a matter that I have b2en meaning to bring 
to your attention for some time. The consensus of opinion 
in recent discussions has been that, whatever we may 
think about, there is a profitable demand for blood tested 
cattle. For several years, a number of herds have ad- 
vertised such animals in the World. They have used 
various expressions “Blood tested” “Negative” ‘“‘Abortion 
Free” “Negative to the Blood Test,” etc. 

The terms “Accredited” and “T. B. Tested” as used 
in advertising, have definite significance. One means a 
herd accredited free of T. B., the other herd tested and 
reactors removed. 


Of course, there is tot the same uniformity of regula- 
tions with respect to the blood test, but for clearness and 
economy of space it would be very desirable to develop 
the use of definitely significant expressions for this test. 
too. It seems as though the World could wield a strong 
influence toward this end. 


The terms adopted are immaterial, though I would 
suggest “Negative” to mean a herd that has passed more 
than one complete test consecutively without any positive 
reactors; “Blood Tested” to mean a herd tested and 
positive animals removed or thoroughly segregated. 


I would like to see this matter discussed editorially 
and by interested breeders. I have been calling my herd 
“Abortion Free”—I have had no positive animals on the 
place for three years. In the future—until a definite 
custom develops, when I shall follow it—I intend using in 
my World advertising and elsewhere the term “Negative.”

his winter home at Pinehurst, North 
Carolina. Mr. Glatfelter was born on 
the very farm which is now part of 
Old Forge, and spent his entire life 
in the community in which he became 
a leader and a citizen of distinction.

which was then just coming into prominence and which 
the Carnation people claim has never disappointed them. 
However, because of the fact that his dam was an un- 
tested daughter of a 14-lb. cow, he was for the first year 
given only a very limited amount of service. Then his 
dam, Hazelwood Heilo Ormsby Mercedes, came through 
with a record of 1,218 lbs. butter from 26,767.5 lbs. milk 
and her dam, Hazelwood Bracelet Mercedes, made 1,241 
lbs. butter from 30,411 lbs. milk and qualified for the 305- 
day division. She, by the way, is one of three sisters by 
the same sire whose records average over 30,000 lbs. milk, 
one of them having recently made a 1,300-lb. record from 
over 31,000 lbs. milk and the other, a 28,000-lb. cow, being 
dam of the 1,254-lb. daughter of Segis Walker Matador. 
These records, of course, changed the situation materially, 
but the wonderful promise of his first offspring was really 
the main point that decided his owners to give this bull a 
real opportunity. The Carnation people now own two of 
his daughters born in 1924 which they purchased in 1926.

producing 2,500 lbs. milk and around 100 lbs. butter per 


month. She is, of course, expected to make well over 
1,000 lbs. 


The Carnation people are constantly on the look-out 
for daughters of these unproven sons of Segis Walker 
Matador and they state that they have never yet found 
one that the owner was willing to part with and not one 
of them that they have been able to buy has disappointed 
them. 


A grandson has a daughter on test at Carnation that 
is making a large record and another grandson, sired by 
Matador Segis Ormsby out of the 1,241-lb. Hazelwood cow, 
has seen some service at Carnation and has very good 
prospects. 

Segis Walker Matador is believed to have only three 
living sons in addition to Matador Segis Ormsby.

It is probably unnecessary to remind readers of The 
World that the Matador brothers are by the same sire as 
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Segis Pietertje Prospect, the only 37,000-ib. cow and the 
only cow with two records above 35,000 lbs. milk. She 
has two different sons that have sired 1,100-lb. daughters 
and one of these sons, Carnation Segis Prospect, is grad. 
ually taking rank among the great sires of the pregent 
day. The next few A. R. reports, soon to be published in 
The World will contain a number of large records by 
daughters of this sire. 


If, sometime in 1931, a fourth installment of the story 
of Segis Walker Matador is published, it will undoubtedly 
contain much of interest that will have developed during 
the next twelve months. This new data will, of course, 
include the records now in progress on the Segis Walker 
Matador daughters, which will probably bring his list of 
1,000-lb. daughters very close to the top of the list. But 
undoubtedly the bulk of the additional facts in the next 
year’s story will concern the work of granddaughters and 
great granddaughters of Segis Walker Matador, and, par- 
ticularly, the daughters of Matador Segis Ormsby, the 
bull who is carrying on so successfully the great work of 
his distinctive sire.

Comparing the above figures on a 
percentage basis, we find that cows 
with long-time records brought 
154.3% more, cows with seven-day 
records brought 39.3% more, untested 
cows from tested dams brought 18.1% 
more than untested cows from un- 
tested dams. 

Similarly, we find that heifers from 
dams with seven-day records brought 
43.8% more and heifers from long- 
time record dams brought 154.3% 
more than heifers from untested 
dams. 

Also, bulls from dams with seven- 
day records brought 68.2% more and 
bulls from long-time record dams 
brought 253.4% more than bulls from 
untested dams. 

The conference discussed the diffi- 
culties of carrying on testing pro- 
grams which are found chiefly in the 
extra work involved, the lack- of 
opportunity to match the high records 
already obtained and the lack of 
facilities for testing and for the use 
of testers. The discussion, however, 
agreed that the herd improvement 
test particularly and advanced regis- 
try testing in general was of the ut- 
most value in determining the best 
females and strains and will inevit- 
ably fix values for these animals of 
superior productive merit. 

Nearly a whole day was devoted to 
a discussion of extension activities in- 
cluding reports of the various field 
secretaries of activities in their re- 
spective states. Mr. Ball reporting 
for Illinois stated that his section was 
stressing calf club work and devoting 
considerable time to selling the idea 
of getting better calves into the hands 
of the good prospects for calf clubs. 
Some work is also being done in the 
building up of county associations. 
Illinois has also devoted considerable 
of the time of its field secretary to 


building up a sales service that is 
producing practical results for its 
breeders. 


In the state of Michigan according 
to Mr. Hays’s report the herd im- 
provement test has come in for con- 
siderable attention and lately some 
efforts to get herds classified has re- 
sulted in pleasing results. This asso- 
ciation works on a part time basis 
with the dairy department of the 
college at Lansing and Mr. Hays is 
employed by both organizations for 
Holstein and general dairy extension 
work. 

1. D. Hadley, field secretary for 
Ohio, which is the strongest of the 
state Holstein organizations financial- 
ly, explained the plan of operation for 
that state including the 3-year mem- 
bership plan and the affiliation with 
eighteen strong county organizations 
which the state association maintains. 
Chief among the extension projects 
now being fostered in Ohio is a pro- 
gram for more testing and more calf 
club work. Mr. Hadley stressed the 
value of farm visits as a means of 
cementing the friendship of the indi- 
vidual breeder with the state organi- 
zation. 

In New York W. D. Robens ex- 
plained the state extension contest 
plan which came in for considerable 
discussion. The conference believed 


the plan to be worthy of study and 
possible adoption by other states. Mr. 
of work that is being done by his or- 
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ganization in offering prizes for calf 
club work and for scrub bull elimina- 
tion. 

Milton H. Button representing Wis- 
consin spoke of the plan adopted by 
his organization two years ago of no 
membership fee with the assumption 
that every breeder transferring cattle 
and paying therefore indirectly to the 
support of the state organization 
through the transfer apportionment 
fee is entitled to membership. Con- 
Robens also emphasized the amount

The Crawford County Co-operative 
Dairy Improvement and Sales Associ- 
ation, with headquarters at Meadville, 
Pa., recently visited Iowana Farms 
at Davenport, Iowa and selected five 
young bulls of Tritomia breeding for 
service in one of the Bull Associations 
maintained by this organization.

They expressed themselves as greatly 
impressed with the Tritomias at 
Iowana, and after spending a couple 
of days in looking over the herd, 
selected four grandsons and a great 
grandson of Tritomia Pietertje Orms- 
by, all with great Class B backing on 
both sides. The oldest of the five 
bulls was Iowana Ormsby Banostine, 
a two-year-old double grandson of 
Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby, out of 
Tritomia Banostine De Kol, who last 
year broke the World’s Record for 
senior four-year-olds in Class B of the 
305-day division and came back the 
following year with 1,80 lbs. butter in 
a year in Class B at full age.

The Dairy Situation 


Radio address by M. D. Munn, Presi- 
dent, National Dairy Council given 
as a part of the noon-hour program 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture over the Farm Chain 
of the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany, Monday, February 3, 1930. 


The present surplus of dairy pro- 
ducts presents an economic question 
entirely different from the surplus 
problem of the grain, pork products, 
and cotton industries. 

These latter industries must dispose 
of surpluses in foreign markets. The 
dairy industry in the United States 
depends almost entirely upon domes- 
tic consumption. For this reason, the 
dairy surplus situation must be met 
by stimulating domestic consumption. 


In the effort, the farm and rural 
population must play its part. In ad- 
dition to increased urban consump- 
tion, if farm families will consume 
more of the dairy products they pro- 
duce and less of products manu- 
factured from foreign vegetable oils, 
the family pocketbook and the family 
health will be bettered. 

Vast quantities of foreign vegetable 
oils, such as cocoanut oil in particular 
coming to this country, are manu- 
factured into spreads, cooking com- 
pounds and seasoning products. These 
are direct competitors of butter, 
cream and lard produced on farms of 
this country. Surveys recently made 
in several counties in the North Cen- 
tral States butter producing area 
show that farming and rural com- 
munities are large consumers of the 
products manufactured from’ these 
foreign vegetable oils. 


The surplus of all dairy products, 
which has so seriously affected butter 
and cheese prices, is small when com- 
pared with the total output of these 
important food products, and only a 





small increase in consumption is 
necessary to dispose of this surplus. 
If the farming and rural communities 
will increase the consumption of 
butter one pound per month, or one- 
half ounce per day, for each member 
of the family it will dispose of this 
entire surplus of butter within sixty 
days and largely stabilize the entire 
dairy industry. This will have a 
direct bearing upon profitable dairy 
production during the coming pasture 
season. 


The dairy farmers of this country 
are directly interested in protecting 
their industry against depressing 
surpluses, They receive a larger por- 
tion of the consumers dollar from 
dairy products than from anything 
else produced on the farm. In the 
case of butter this amounts to seven- 
ty-eight cents or more of every dollar 
paid by the consumer for butter. 


Here is another fact the farmer who 
milks cows should always bear in 
mind. The dairy products he pro- 
duces give him an immediate and 
regular cash return which helps in 
his daily living expenses and assists 
him in carrying on his other farm 
production, such as grains, hogs and 
beef, the producing and marketing of 
which require from six to eighteen 
months. This cash return is not a 
small or unimportant one. It amounted 
in 1929, to approximately one-fourth 
of the farm value of all agricultural 
products and totalled three billion 
one hundred and forty million dollars. 


Every member of rural commun- 
ities, whether a farmer, local mer- 
chant or banker is deeply interested 
in relieving the dairy industry from 
the burden of this surplus, because 
the price received by the farmer for 
his dairy products has a direct bear- 
ing upon his purchasing power. 

The business world is realizing 
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more aud more the important position 
that agriculture occupies in the 
economics of our national life. The 
farmer himself is becoming businesgs- 
conscious. He is engaged in pro- 
ducing most of the food for one 
hundred and twenty million people, 
This is a real business and one that 
requires thought and proper balanc- 
ing of productive endeavor. 

The challenge of the present situa- 
tion is to the dairy industry itself. 
We have expended because of a 
national change in food habits—aq 
change which has increased the con- 
sumption of dairy products in the 
interest of proper nutrition. Are we 
to disregard our own advice to the 
consuming public? To do so igs 
doubly foolish. It imperils our indus- 
try, and it keeps our standards of 
family living below the standards of 
other parts of the population. 


The valuable work done by the 
Department of Agriculture, State 
Colleges, breed associations, and 


other agencies in efficient dairy pro- 
duction must not be undermined. We 
must relieve the industry from this 
temporary surplus by increasing our 
own consumption of dairy products. 
Thus, as I have shown, we can avoid 
curtailing efficient production. 

It is earnestly hoped that everyone 
in rural communities will use more 
butter and dairy products. You will 
feel better for it; your business will 
be better and the dairy industry will 
be more prosperous, 





FEDERAL FARM AID DAIRYMENS 
LEAGUE 

Granting of a $4,000,000 credit to 

the Dairymen‘s League Cooperative 

Association, Inc., by the Federal Farm 


Board was announced recently by 
Chester Young, treasurer of the 
Association. 

Purpose of the loan is for the 


tural commodities and food products 
thereof. The money can be used only 
for the extension of the League’s 
marketing facilities, and no part of 
the fund can be used for refinancing, 
or for current operating capital. 

The entire $4,000,000 is made avail- 
able to the Dairymen’s League at 
once, but it will not necessarily all 
be drawn immediately. Instead with- 
drawals may be distributed over three 
years as funds are needed to provide 
additional merchandising and hand- 
ling facilities for expanding the 
Association’s business. The loan will 
be secured by a first mortgage on the 
properties of the League. 

The Dairymen’s League will be 
privileged to make payments on the 
debt during the three years of the 
credit period, but the first compulsory 
payment will not fall due until Sep- 
tember 30, 1933, and the Association 
will have until 1943 in which to com- 
plete the payments. 

Extending of this credit to the 
Dairymen’s League is the first definite 
step by the Farm Board to assist 
organized dairy marketing of the 
northeast to place itself on a com- 
petitive parity with other industries. 

In making the announcement Mr. 
Young said that this did not mean 
any change in the relationship of the 
Dairymen’s League with its buying 
dealers throughout the New York 
Milk Shed.

Four other C-Herds show an average of one pound 
fat per day or more. Two straight B- Herds and one A-Herd are included. A. C. Slifer has an average of 486.4 lbs. 
fat from seven cows and W. B. Cockley has a 426-lb. average from 33 cows. The herd owned by H. A. Dressler is 
the first straight A-Herd to be reported and shows the highest average made in the Herd Improvement Test—17,883 Ibs.

7. The management of the herd, 
as it relates to the control and eradi- 
cation of Bang disease or bovine in- 
fectious abortion, must be carried out 
in accordance with the Clean Herd 
Plan. 


8. The registration name and num- 
bers, tattoo, or ear tag number or 
numbers of individual animals in the 
herd and the history and description 
of individual animals as well, must be 
furnished the Live Stock Sanitary 
Board, in order to enable the State 
Veterinarian to identify the individual 
animals and keep a complete record 
of the herd in the office of the Live 
Stock Sanitary Board. 

9. The veterinarian employed by 
the owner of the herd shall collect 
blood samples from each animal in 
the herd over five (5) months of age, 
both male and female, and forward 
them to the office of the Live Stock 
Sanitary Board, or to a laboratory, as 
directed by the State Veterinarian, for 
test. The individual animals shall be 
blood tested at such intervals as 
deemed advisable by the Board or 
State Veterinarian. but in no case 
shall there be a period of more than 
six months intervening between blood 
tests. 

10. The method of collecting and 
handling blood samples shall comply 
with the recommendation made by 
the Board and State Veterinarian. 

11. All animals in the herd that 
give a positive reaction to the ag- 
glutination test must be separated 
from the animals that give negative 
reactions to this test and tagged in 
the left ear with metal tag or other- 


wise marked for identification as the 
Live Stock Sanitary Board or the 
State Veterinarian may direct. Any 


animal that gives a questionable or 
doubtful reaction in two or more suc- 
cessive tests, shall be handled in the 
same way as a positive reactor. Any 
animal that aborts, or gives prema- 
ture birth to a calf, shall be placed 
with the positive reacting group, or 
isolated until additional blood tests 
are made and the health of the animal 
definitely determined. 

12. All calves five (5) months of 
age or older, must be held separate 
and apart from the animals that are 
shown by the test to have Bang dis- 
ease or bovine infectious abortion. 
Calves from the infected group of 
cows must be cleaned by washing or 
spraying them with an approved dis- 
infectant, followed, by a quarantine 
period of two weeks, before placing 


them with the calves from the non- 
infected group. 

13. All cows and _ heifers’ that 
abort, must be held separate and 
apart from the herd until all dis- 
charge from the maternal passages 


or uterus has ceased. The fetus and 
fetal membranes must be immediately 
disposed of bv burning and the place 
where the abortion occurred immed- 
iately cleaned and disinfected. ; 

14. Cows and heifers that are in 
heat must be removed from the herd 
and bred in a separate lot or pen, set 
aside for that purpose. 

15. The herd bull must not be used 
for service in other herds. Cows and 

















heifers from other herds shall not be 
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brought onto the premises for sery- 
ice, unless from herds known to be 
free from bovine infectious abortion 
or individual animals which have 
passed two negative blood tests with. 
in a period of six (6) months, one of 
which, however, must have been made 
within a period of thirty days im- 
mediately preceding the date on which 
they are offered for breeding. 


16. Pregnant cows and heifers to 
be added to the herd must be isolated 
until after they have freshened anq 
passed at least two negatives tests 
for bovine infectious abortion. 

17. Cattle from a clean herd may 
be added to a clean herd without ad- 
ditional blood tests. The conveyance 
in which they have been transported 
must have been cleaned and disinfect- 
ed with an approved product and 
such animals must not pass through 
public stock yards. 

18. The owner of a clean herd 
shall use all reasonable precautions 
to prevent the exposure of his animals 
to bovine infectious abortion while be- 
ing exhibited at fairs or live stock 
shows or removed from his premises 
for any purpose. If exposure to this 
disease has occurred through direct 
or indirect contact with cattle from 
other than clean herds, they shall not 
be allowed in the clean herd until 
after having been held separate and 
apart from the remainder of the herd 
for a period of four to six months and 
until they have passed two negative 
blood tests. 

19. If not more than one animal in 
a clean herd gives a positive reaction 
to the agglutination test, the herd 
may again be recognized as Clean. if 
the infected animal is removed and 
no other reactor is found on a sub- 
sequent ninety-day test. If more than 
one positive reactor is found, or if a 
cow or heifer aborts in a clean herd, 
the herd shall again be declared in- 
fected with bacterium abortus Bang 
and must requalify as per paragraph 
five (5). 

20. An official certificate by the 
Indiana Live Stock Sanitary Board 
will be issued for all herds that have 
compiled with the above regulations 
and are free from Bang disease or 
bovine infectious abortion. 





CREAMING OF MILK IN THE 
UDDER 

One phenomenon of milk secretion 
is that the first milk drawn at a milk- 
ing contains a low percentage of fat, 
while the strippings carry a_ higher 
percentage of fat. An investigation 
was made to determine the possibility 
of there being a mechanical separa- 
tion of the butterfat from the other 
constituents of the milk in the udder. 
Successive samples of milk were 
taken at measured intervals while 
each of several cows was being milk- 
ed. After the cows had been stand- 
ing quietly for an hour before milk- 
ing, an average increase of 0.47 per 
cent butterfat was observed in each of 
10 successive portions of the milking. 
The rise in the fat percentage of the 
strippings was more abrupt. When 
the udders were massaged by the 
Hegelund method in an effort to mix 
the secreted milk in the udders, the 
first samples of milk drawn usually 
contained a higher percentage of but-

MICHIGAN’S D. H. I. A. LEADER 

The accompanying picture shows 
the pure bred and grade Holstein 
herd of Doan Straub, Galien, Mich., 
which led 2,400 herds of Michigan in 
Dairy Herd Improvement work for the 
year ending June 30, 1929. This was 
Mr. Straub’s fifth year in this work 
and the figures for 9.4 cows are given 
as 563.8 lbs. fat from 14,679 lbs. milk, 
with average test of 3.8%. In sending 
us this picture, A. C. Baltzer, Dairy 
Extension Specialist in Michigan, 
writes: 

“Evidently this herd is out for ex- 
ercising as no bunch of cows will av- 
erage 14,679 lbs. milk and 563.8 lbs. 
fat with oak leaves and snowballs for 
diet. Mr. and Mrs. Straub are part- 
ners in the business of dairying. The 
cows receive an abundance of alfalfa, 
silage and grain mixture to balance 
requirement.” 

Besides having his herd in D. H. I. 
A. work, Mr. Straub on December 31, 
1928, finished a year’s work with his 
nine pure bred Holsteins in Herd Im- 
provement Registry, running five in 
Class B and four in Class C and mak- 
ing the excellent average of 505.9 lbs. 
fat from an average of 6.8 cows in an 
average period of 317 days. Their av- 
erage milk production was 13,686 lbs., 
with average test of 3.7% and the 
number includes four two-year-olds. 
In Vol. 1 of the Red Book, the Straub 
herd ranks sixth for fat in the coun- 
try and fourth for herds of six cows 
or more. Encouraged by this success, 
he immediately started another year 
of H. I. R. work, which was recently 
finished with the splendid average of 
601.6 lbs. fat from 16,317 Ibs. milk, 
again with an average test of 3.7%, 
this time on six cows, five in Class B 
and one in Class C. 

Just as the above little story was 
ready to go to press, we received an 
additional chapter from Jim Hays, 
secretary of the Michigan Holstein- 
Friesian Association, who writes that 
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the Straub herd has now completed 
still another year in D. H. I. A. work 
with the even more remarkable aver- 
age of 621.3 lbs. fat from 16,603 lbs. 
milk from the same twelve cows,—six 
pure breds and six grades—that last 
year topped all the herds on Michigan. 
Secretary Hays immediately paid a 
visit to the herd and gives us the fol- 
lowing version of how this great year 
after year production came about. 

It is a story of good cows—Jim 
Hays writes—good feed, good care, 
good dairyman. Possibly “dairyman” 
is not the correct term as Mrs. Straub 
helps with the feeding and milking, 
and the fourteen-year-old daughter, 
Leona, lends a hand too with the milk- 
ing. Whether the _ eleven-year-old 
Warren, who completes the Straub 
family is also partly responsible for 
the great performance of the cows I 
neglected to find out, but I suspect he 
is, as he was uptown after a load of 
grist the day I called at the Straub 
farm. 

Good cows—sure! All “home- 
made’’,—(every cow born and raised 
on the premises! Not a bunch of 
botten beauties—) Big cows, Leona’s 
heifer that has made 140 pounds fat 
the first two months fresh as a two- 
year-old, is as large as most mature 
pure bred Holsteins. No triflers in 
the gang—as Straub writes ‘“Colantha 
finished with 723 pounds fat, another 
with 711, the dam of the bull calf 
made 696, the cow that made 104 
pounds fat in December finished with 
656 pounds fat in the three year class, 
and the poor type two-year-old made 
576 pounds fat. 

Good care, certainly: which includes 
milking three times daily during 
winter months. But dropping to 
twice a day as soon as spring work 
starts, for the Straubs swing a big 
farm. And no fancy equipment, just 
a common barn, in truth not any too 
good with horses for stablemates and 
even a young sow temporarily harbor- 
er with her litter! 


Good feed—you bet! Alfalfa hay 
wholesale, ensilage by the big basket. 
Liberal feeding of a simple grain 
ration, equal parts of corn, oats, and 
a 32% protein supplement feed. [pn 
summer pasture and some grain. 

Straub, a young man started out 14 
years ago by purchasing a “two-titter” 
pure bred at a sale. Then he gathered 
up a couple more pure breds locally 
and the herd foundation was laid! 
Four years ago he joined the local D. 
H. I. A. His climb is shown by the 
yearly fat averages, 431 pounds, 479, 
563 and now 621. Part of the increase 
in yearly production is due to rigid 
culling not only of the grades but of 
the pure breds. And any cow pruned 
out goes to the butcher, not to some 
neighbor! 

The Straubs are alert for new dairy 
progress—the herd has been tested 
annually for tuberculosis and _ has 
passed five successive clean tests, 
When the herd test of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America was 
instituted two years ago the Straubs 
joined “of course” so the wonderful 
records have the official sanction of 
the breed Association and are appear- 
ing in the “Red Book”. 

“My biggest problem now is to find 
the right bull for my herd”, says 
Straub. “TI have been using an 1,128- 
pound proven sire and now to follow 
on I have a yearling son of Sir Fobes 
Ormsby Hengerveld, the five times 
Grand Champion at the National 
Dairy Show, and out of a cow that 
made 1,043 pounds of butter. At first 
I used bulls selected from my own 
best COWS. 

“Probably we will tumble some”’— 
grinned Straub, “but it has been great 
fun working with the cows, and then 
again we are surrounded by yellow 
cattle and we have had a lot of 
friendly rivalry with their owners.” 

So this remarkable herd averaged— 
“checked and double-checked” as the 
current saying goes—is a story of the 
right cows in the right hands.

H. M. Claussen, Gonzales, Califor- 
nia, has a grade Holstein cow (sired 
by a pure bred Holstein bull and from 
q grade dam) that is making a very 
unusual record in the local cow test- 
ing association. This cow has been 
testing consistently very high, being 
credited in her first five months with 
461 Ibs. fat. In the month of Feb- 
ruary she was credited with 138 Ibs. 
fat, and a retest was, accordingly, de- 
cided upon. This was run officially 
for 7 days during which time she 
made 378.5 lbs. milk with an average 
test of 7.68% fat, which would figure 
out better than a 36-lb. butter record. 
This production was made under or- 
dinary dairy practice, and on nothing 
put a straight alfalfa ration. The 
Claussen herd is in the Monterey 
County Association, of which Leslie 
Ellingson is tester. The owner owns 
a herd of 160 head and this is the 
first year in the cow testing associa- 
tion. He is thoroughly sold on its 
value. The sire of this cow has long 
since gone through the sausage mill 
and the cow herself, known as St. He- 
lena, is now in her seventh lactation. 
She has produced but one heifer that 
is retained in the Claussen herd, with 
six bull calves all having been sold 
for veal. 





The Dairy Bulletin, issued by the 
Board of Managers of the State of 
Missouri, shows that the Holstein 
herds at the six Eleemosynary Insti- 
tutions maintained by the state, pro- 
duced an average of 981.33 lbs. milk 
during March in C. T. A. work. The 
State School at Marshall had the high 
honors among the institution herds 
for the month, having both the high 
individual producer and the high herd 
average. Johanna Hengerve'd Orms- 
by Lady is credited with a production 
of 2,415 lbs. milk for March, while the 
herd of twenty-nine cows averaged 
1500.5 Ibs. Of the ten high cows 
listed, six are members of the school 
herd at Marshall, The largest herd is 
maintained at State Hospital No. 2, 
St. Joseph, where 96 cows produced 
a total of 97,751 lbs. milk.

Bingham Bros. of Arlington 
Heights, present owners of the Buf- 
falo Creek Farm, have been known to 
Holstein breeders in a national way 
for a number of years. They still 
have a number of the old record cows 
which were in the herd at the time 
the Buffalo Creek Farm was_ under 
the ownership of Frank R. Lillie. The 
herd sire they have been using is a 
son of Sir Inka May from a 1,239-lb. 
daughter of Matador Segis Walker, 
whose second dam has 1,270 lbs. and 
was sold recently for $950.00 in the 
Garver sale. A number of his daugh- 
ters remain in the herd. 

Bingham Bros. have selected a bull 
of K. P. O. P. breeding noted for his 
individuality to follow in the herd. 

Warwood Farm owned by W A. 
Rogers of Chicago and managed by 
Fred Landorf at Glenn Ellyn has been 
established 


for a number of years. 
The herd, while making few A. R. 
O. or Semi-Official records, has been 


on C. T. A. work in Illinois for a num- 
ber of years and has a high standing 
for production. Present sIres have 
included a son of Pride of Sir Piets 
from a 1,000-lb. dam and the junior 
sire is a son of Rawleigh Ormsby 
Pietertje Posch out of a 1,000-lb. 305- 
day state record cow. The herd has 
heen in C. T. A. work since 1916. 
* k * * 

Westmead Farm owned by J. Leo 
Mohrmann of Waukegan, IIl., is one 
of the finest small herds in the state 
without question. It is headed by a 
very fine individual son of the 1,300- 
Ib. bull, Sir Triune Pansy, and is not- 
ed not only for its individuality, but 
for the fact that fifteen of the nine- 
teen animals of milking age have 
good A. R. O. records. There’ are 
three 1,000-lb. records and others 
including an 871-lb. senior two-year- 
old and other heifer form records from 
858 to 955 lbs. butter. These records 
were all made at the farm under Mr. 
Mohrmann’s supervision.

WATERLOO COUNTY, ONTARIO, 
MOVING FORWARD 

A decade ago the County of Water- 
loo in Ontario was regarded as a high- 
ly developed area devoted to the rais- 
ing of beef cattle. Today it is fast be- 
coming one of the best dairy sections 
in the province, the change coming 
gradually, due to the increasing de- 
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mand for milk and the more profit- 
able returns to be obtained from the 
dairy cow. 

A drive through this prosperous 
agricultural county today, with its pre- 
dominating population made up of qa 
thrifty race of people, of German des- 
cent, gives the traveller a fine con- 
ception of the’ transition that has 
been going on, the higher and loftier 
ideals that surround agricultural life, 
With the landscape dotted with fine 
herds of Holstein cattle, improved 
farm buildings, good roads every: 
where, well tilled fields, and flourish- 
ing manufacturing urban centres the 
picture presents contentment = and 
prosperity, and a future outlook that 
to say the least, gives promise of far 
reaching results. 


Organization work would seem to 
be one of the contributing factors 
responsible for bringing about the 


new rural conditions now prevailing 
in Waterloo, and in this respect it is 
pretty generally conceded’ that the 
County Holstein Breeders’ Club has 
played a very important part. Start- 
ed a few years ago by a very few 
breeders, this live-wire body has now 
a large and influential membership 
covering every part of the district, 
and already this year through the 
services of A. B. Brubacher, the Sales 
Agent employed, and who spends all 
his time working in the interests of 
the Holstein breed with a view to de- 
veloping better herds and more re- 


munerative markets, a_ business of 
over $20,000 has been transacted in 
the past four months. Some idea as 


to the importance of this trade may 
be gleaned from the fact that within 
the past few days, a consignment of 
19 head of purebred Hlostein cows and 
heifers has been forwarded to the or- 


der of a prominent New York State 
breeder, while a local’ sale _ put 
through a few days ago brought 
Ephriam Fried of New Dundee, the 
sum of $875, for the seven-year-old 


Holstein cow, Colantha Echo Hiemke, 
the purchase made by the well known 
breeder and manufacturer, J. P. Liv- 
ingston of Baden, Ont. In the nine 
months of her. present lactation 
period, this cow has produced in R. 
O. P. 20.469 Ibs. milk with a test 
around 3.7% fat, while she is expect- 
ed to finish her record with over 24,- 
000 Ibs. of milk. 
Concerning the 
Brubacher states: 
“Our Waterloo County farmers are 
pinning their faith to the Holstein 
cow, realizing that their future suc- 
cess lies in her development, and to- 
day new herds are springing up all 
over the territory I cover. Just to 
show how this is being worked out I 
might say that within the last few 
months. in fact mostly sold since the 
beginning of the year, the following 
farmers have made purchases with a 
view to founding Holstein herds: 
William Intze, Baden. several founda- 
tion cows and a_e few real _ heifer 
calves: W. H. Scott, Galt, heifers and 
a herd bull; Howard Groh. Hespler, 
four head of real good foundation 
cows; Amos Gingrich, Waterloo, a 
number of heifers and a bull: A. T. 
Coleman, New Dundee, 13 head; Gil- 
bert Snyder, Waterloo, three cows 
and a bull, the latter a half brother 
to Sir Francy Mercena Burke, that 
great breeding and show bull, and to 
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Gordon Weber of Kitchener, who is 
just commencing to buy. 

“Our Holstein Breeders’ Club in 
Waterloo have laid plans for a busy 
season’s work. We have Just finished 
reorganizing our heifer club with ap- 
proximately fourteen heifers going 
into the hands of boys and girls to 
be developed. That kind of work 
gives them a wonderful training. The 
poy or girl as the case may be owns 
the heifer, feeds and milks her. The 
production of milk is weighed daily 
and carefully checked under R. O. P. 
regulations, supervised by the Fea- 
eral Government. Once a year all the 
heifers are brought together and ex- 
hibited for prize money. Last year we 
had entries from our heifer club at 
the Toronto Exhibition. We are like- 
ly to go back again this year. 

‘“Qur Breeders’ Club recently pre- 
sented each of its members with a 
gate sign carrying the name of farm 
and owner and the information that 
purebred Holstein cattle are being 
bred there. We have found that a 
capital way of advertising our work. 
You might say that for the general 
benefit of other counties interested in 
spreading the merits of the breed.” 

DAIRYMEN’S LEAGUE LOWERS 

CLASS 1 MILK PRICE TO $3.00 

A reduction of 37 cents per 100 
pounds on Class 1 milk sold in New 
York City becomes effective May 1, 
it was announced by the Dairymen’s 
League Cooperative Association, Inc. 
This will bring the price of milk sold 
by the League to distributors down 
to $3 per 100 pounds. The reduction 
is required by the necessity of lower- 
ing the price of milk to the con- 
sumers. 

This is the first time since July 
1928 that the Class 1 price has been 
below $3.37. Lowering of the price 
was forced by the action of the un- 
organized producers of the territory 
whose surplus milk has been flooding 
the metropolitan market at cut prices. 
Another factor in the reduction is the 
low price of manufactured dairy pro-

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ducts, which are at the lowest levels 


in years. Still another factor is the 
unemployment situation, which has 
resulted in decreased consumption 
and a large shift from bottle trade to 
dipped milk bought at stores supplied 
by dealers handling the low pricea 
surplus of independent producers. 

In reducing the retail price the 
dealers are absorbing 14 cents per 100 
pounds of the reduction. This is the 
first time that such a reduction has 
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been absorbed in part by the dealers. 
Always in the past such reductions 
have been borne entirely by the 
tarmers. In absorbing part of the 
veduction dealers will operate on an 
extremely narrow margin. This fact 
will probably be beneficial to  pro- 
ducers when market conditions im- 
prove, for with their narrow margin 
dealers will be more likely to not 
oppose any increase when conditions
